It may be obferv'd in declining Age, when Natu: 
ral Heat abates, that a cold Phlegmacy and rawnel: 
abounds with a crude Earthinets, and ſuch Perſon: 
nave otten treih inf1pid Urines, tor want of the Salt 
oft Life, which 1s inſeparable trom the Volaril Liv- 
ing Fire. 


Experience ſhews that wherefoever our Fire 1s 
itrong, Salt abounds, as in Swear, Urine, gyc. 


The Salter any ones Sweat and Urine 1s, the more 
lively and vigorous he 15. So that Salt is the conſe- 
quent of Fire. Whereſoever Salt 1s, there Fire 1s al- 
Oo, whether it be in Air, Earth, Vegetables, Animals, 
&c. Some of the Ancients have called rhe Sun the 
Salt of the World. For which reaſon 'tis probable, the 
Grecks call'd Salr &aas and theSun *HaiGr. The Ro- 
mans called the Sun Sol, and Salt Sal, repreſenting the 
Iikeneſs of theirNatures,by the likeneſs ot rheirNames. 
*Tis ſaid Mark 9. 49. Every one ſhall be ſalted with Fire. 
And this Fire, or Lite, which 1s 1n the Salt, 1s pro- 
perly that, which preſerves the Creatures trom Putre- 
ration: For when this Lite hath once letr the Salt, 
we are told, Matth. $5. 13. That it is good for nothing, 
but to be caſt out, aad to be trod under Foot by men. 


Every Creature. hath its vivitying Spirit or Fire, and 
ſtands in need ofa Spiritual Nutriment, which is plen- 
citul in rhe Air, and to be atrrafted in the Form ot a 
render Oily Salr. And fince Spirit of Blood is a fine 
Volaril Salr, what more ſimilar and uniform, thau the 
»alr of Air to that of Blood, But 
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Bur 'tis from the Sulphur and Mercury contain'd in 


' the Salr, that it becomes capable of ProduQion ; for 


with them the Volaril living Fire infinuares ir felt moſt 
intimately with 1ts influential Virtues giving Splendor 
and Spirit ro the Salt: Thus 1 becomes agreeable ro 
all Creatures tor rhe ſuſtaining of Lite, and*rhoſe Bo- 
dies that are moſt impregnared with 1t, are in a ber- 
rer State of Health and Vigor. 


Beſides 'tis the true Vital Ferment of Bodies, and 
Root of Radical Moiſture ; For by the Aon oft the 
Fire upon the Principles, 1s generatcd rhe Balfom of 
Nature and Seminal Spirits, and theſe are coagulated 
in this Salt of Nature, | which 1s the Soul of the 
Earth and ot all other things.

A Clean, Bright, Fat, Virgin-Salt, which 
open'd by Art, ſhews a trantparent white Sulphur, or 
Ol, thar is ot to great Moment; For in the white, lyes 
the incombuſtible red Sulphur, which cloaths the Fie- 
ry Lite of Bcings, and 1s the Spring of indelible, Vt- 
tal Tindture. :

Firſt, be ſure ot the righr Ting (tor there are 
innumerable Pretenders ) orherwiſe the Virtues a- 
{crib'd to ut cannot be anfiver'd. 


You cannot be deceiv'd, it you take: but a little 
pains to inform your ſelves. Only remember it muſt 
be bur one Thing, and no Compotition by any 
means. Ir muſt be clear and full ot Splendor, with- 
our any Colour. Ir mult raſte of Salr only : And have 
no Scent, but what's Natural to a Volatil Salt. Dropt 
inco Liquors ir muſt appear Oily in its form, but with- 
out any Oil, Scum, or ſiiming on the Surface: 
For 1t muſt all go down to the botrom. 


In White-wines, Cyder, ' and other Spirituous Li- 
quors, you'l ſee it lye ar the hotrom of the Glaſs 
and ſhew it ſelf red, which is an excellent mark, 
tor that's a view of the internal Sulphur and Dig- 
nity of the Medicine, 


In half a pinr of Thames, New-River, City- 
Conduit, or other ſofr, open Water, take 60 or 70 
drops. 

In halt a pint of Ale or Table-Beer, take 25 or 
30 drops. 

In a Glafs of Wine, rake 19 or 12 drops. 

In Cyder or Mead, rake 15 or 15 drops. 

In a Glaſs of Mum, take 4: or 50 drops. 

Remember to ſtir them up vcry well in all Li- 
quors, betore you drink 'em. 
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Rub a Drop or two berwixr the Palms of your 
Hands and ſmell to 'em : Thus 'tis ro be usd tre- 
quently in many Caſes. 


It may be drank ar any time, Full cr Faſting, 
and ar Meals. 


With theſe Drops you may amend all Liquors in 
their Kinds, and render 'em Wholſomer and more 
agreeable ro your Sromach and Pallare. As Wines, 
Cyder, Mead, Mum, Beer, Ale, &c. Only you 
mult obſerve due proportion to each, as before Di- 
rected : Thus you may make all Drinks Mellow, and 
rich in ther kinds, withour percewving any things 
pur inco them: And from being hard and ſharp ro 
what degree of fotrneſs and feeming newnets you 
pleaſe. 


Bur when taken Med:cinally, my common vay 
s a Glaſs of Water and Drops in che Forenocn, 
another atter Dinner, and one juſt betore you go to 
Bed; or inſtead of this Jaft Dotc, rake it 1n your E- 
venings Draughts. 


If your Stomach teel Full or Foul, then drink wo 
half pints of Water and Drops, with 6o in each, 
within an hour, or one fſiugle pine of Water with 
Ico, I1o, or 120 Drops. Bur thus tis nctto be con- 
rinu'd, only for a Morning, two or three, as Neceffiry 
requires, and may be omitted all the day befides, 
leh ro corre and renew your Drinks, and free 'em 


from doing Injury. 


In many acute Caſes two or three Glafles of Warer 
and Drops may be given in an Hours rime, and fea- 
ſon'd pretty ſtrong, 


Theſe Drops may be drank in Milk-warter, ſweet- 
ned with loat Sugar ro your Pallate. 
You 
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You may Diftil chis, which is very grateful to eve- 
ry ones Stomach, and i1gnifties ſomewhat morc. 


Take one handful of Cardurs Benedidus. 
Ot Spear-Mint two handtuls. 
Ot Roman Wormwood, 

Aneelico, 

Rue, 

Brwme, each one handtul. 


Shred *em Groſs, and put 'em into a Gallon of Milk 
over Night 1n a cold Pewter Still, and next Morning 
Diſtil gently rwo quarts or five pints. This you may 
make any time 1n the Year, tor fome of the the Herbs 

. are as well Dry.
